CALL IS ISSUED 10 TRADE 
THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY 


Representatives of Minor Associa- 
tions Declare in Favor of a 
National Association— 
Meeting To Be Held 
in St. Louis. 


As the result of a two days’ conference 
of representatives of lumber associations 
ef the southern section of the United 
States, held at the Kimball house, pre- 
liminaries for the organization of what. 
promises to prove the largest combination 
of lumber manufacturers in the world, 
were arranged yesterday. A call has been 
wsued for a meeting of lumbermenp to ve 
hela at the Southern hotel in St. Louis 
December 9 and 10, at which time a 
national association will be formed with 
members from every part of the country. 

Those who attended the conference held 


here Tuesday and yesterday represented 
an annual output of 5,550,000,000 feet of 
lumber. Up to this time there has never 
been a really representative national as- 
sociation of lumbermen and the plans 
that have been outlined are of the utmost 
importance to the entire lumber world. 
At present there are a large number of 
minor associations, but it Is expected that 
the greater association—composed as it 
will be of lumbermen from the east, west, 
north and south—will be in a position to 
actomplish a great dea) in the interest of 
the industry. 

The conference was mainly executive 
and adjourned yesteraay at noon. It was 


a joint. conference committee meeting of 
representatives of the Georgia Sawmill 
Association, tne Guir Coast wumoer As- 
sociation, the South Atiantic Lumber.As- 
scciation, the North Carylina Pine As- 
sociation and the Southery Lumber 
smuanulfacturers’ Association.

Which we herewith announce. ‘I'‘his tor 
the following reasons: 

First. Because there is now no nation- 
ai assgclation of structly lumber manu- 
facturers in this country. 

second. Because this seems to this con- 
ference committee to be an opportunity 
to crystalize an almost unanimous senti- 
ment ror @ nationa] organization among 
jumber manutacturers, and considering 
the enormous output of lumber which we 
represent that we should be derelict in our 
duty if we tailed to inake some effort to 
bring about such an organization. 

Third. Because an organization of this 
Sort is, In Our Opinion, the only body 
which can successfully handle these vital 
questions, viz: Th2 questicn of car sup- 
piy, the question of car equipment, the 
question of imsurarice, the question of 
customs and usages in the extension of 
credits, the question of uniform grades 
and gauges, and the—soon to be—question 
of the revision Of the tariff on lumber. 

Therefore, cn the basis of these par- 
ticular recessities, and for the genera] 
good, we call a meeting of all lumber 
manufacturers’ associations anu of all 
lumber manufacturers—in or out of asso- 
ciations—to convene at the Southern 
hotel, St. Lovis, Mo., Vecsember 9 and 10, 
12. 

INMat the secretary of this conference 
committee be instructed to issue a par- 
ticular invitation to the o‘liciais of all 
lumber manufacturers’ asrociations in the 
United States, asking them to be repre- 
sented ty a commfittce of their members 
ir such number as they may elect. 

That this document be sent to all lum- 
ber trade papers in the United States with 
a request for publication. 

that the publication of this document 
in the lumber trad=2 papers be considered 
an urgent invitation to all manufacturers 
of lumber to be present at and to take 
part in the delfberations of that meeting 
on an equa] basis with the lur@er asso- 
ciations. 


Resolutions Adopted. 

The conference adoptei a resolution rec- 
ommending to the individual members of 
the varTtous aesociations their cooperation 
in the movement to erect ‘““The House of 
Hoo-Hceo” to be located on the grounds 
of the Louisiana Purchase exposition at 
St. Lovis. Lumpermen were urged to 
purchase memberships in the house.

INTEREST IN EXHIBITS, 
RACES AND VANITY FAIR 


Many More Visitors Than Were Ex- 
pected on the First Day—Fair 
Is Now Complete in Every 
Detail—New Features 
Commened On. 


With ideal weather and crowds that 
grew in numbers from the time when 
the gates were first opened until late 
last night, the greut Southern interstate 
fair opened at Piedmont park yesterday. 

Never before has a fair opened under 
more tavorable or auspicious conditions, 
and if there are in certain departments

workmen that by night the grounds, both 
as to the outside decorations and the in- 
Side exnibits, may ‘be said to have taken 


on their richest gala attire, and from thts‘ 


time on Piedmont park will be clothed 
in Oriental splendor. 

From the moment the gates were 
opened the visitors began to file through 
for an. early inspection of the grounds. 
And they had much to see. Even the 
marvelous way in which the finishing 
touches were added to many of the ex- 
hibits was most interesting. Every one 
was more than good natured, and if the 
workmen asked for an extra lift now 
and then in omer that everything might 
be in readiness by evéning, there were 
many of the visitors who stepped forward 
tc volunteer their services. 

As tor music, it was everywhere, on the 
grounds and in the air, 

And it seemed to be of every kind and 
every description from the bellowing of 
bulls in the live stock exhibit to the con- 
cert at the race track by the famous Sev- 
enth regiment band. And as for little en- 
trtainments on tn? side there were huray 
gurdys and automatic pianos, creaking 
fiying .jinnies and squedking carousels, 
barkers and spielers, all kinds of songs 
from the ‘‘coon’’. variety to ‘Ihe Holy 
City,” Just about everytning possibie in 
the musical line from the original pipes 
of Pan to that howling, moaning, screcn- 
ing implement of Kgyptian amusement 
that so fascinates the favorites in the 
harems of th» kar hdst. 

And everything from this last instru- 
rent of the Cairo street kind to the Fifth 
rcgiment band played ‘“"Vixie.’’

‘Ihere is 
everything trcm a wheelbarrow to an au- 
tomobile and an Atianta-made trolley car 
and from a brass bedstead to the. latest 
and most improvec cottcn gin. As tor 
farm implements they occyplied a place 
all by themselves and there was every 
kind of machine to put all Piedmon: 
park into cotton and all other kinds of 
crops and harvest them again 1f such had 
been the intention of Secretary Weldon 
or any of the directors.

In comparison with 
the weird scunds of the day those that 
permeated every portion of the grounds 
jast evening seemed even more uncanny 
and tho trolley ships that passed in the 
nuigitt to and from the city deposited 
great crowds tnhat started out to do the 
sights: ‘Yomorrow night Vanity fair will 
be running in fulj blast and Manager 
Anderson hes a list of attractions that Is 
gure to boring the smilie of joy to every 
Georgia snd southern visitor. 

“ne dancing giris are here with some 
entirely new wrin.Ges in the terpsichorean 
art and the MKisquimaux have aiready set 
up light housekeeping in their queer little 
igloo nomes, which are imitations of the 
snow huts of the frozen north. ‘here are 
any number of these strangers and they 
have brought with them dogs, sleds, 
Kyaks, harpoons and all of the other ac- 
cersories of life in the arctic regions.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
WATCHES “VETS” MARCH 


President, Who Was in a Carriage, 
with a Prop for His Game Leg, 
Enthusiastically Greeted. 
Novel Banners in the 

a Parade. 


Washington, October 8.—For more than 
six hours today the people in Washing- 
ton hummed the chorus of the old civil 
war song, “Tramp, Tramp, Tramp, the 
Boys Are Marching,” and _ “for an 
equal time the veterans constituting the 
Grand Army of the Republic made good 
the claim. The parade was the climax 
of the thirty-sixth encampment of their 
order. The occasion waspin every way 
worthy of the Grand Army. 

Beginning at a few minutes past 10 
o’clock when the head of the column 
moved from its station at the capitol, it 
Was almost 5 o'clock when the last squad 
in the line passed the place of disband- 
ment west of the white house. None of 
the soldiers were marching any great 
part of the time, for the entire line of 
march did not exceed 2 1-2 miles in length, 
but those who composed the rear de- 
tachments were on their feet practically 
all day, much of the time being con- 
sumed in waiting to take their places in 
the line. The route of the parade was 
down historic Pennsylvania avenue, along 
which many of them marched as raw re- 
crults in going to the war in 1861 and 
1862, and many others as tried veterans 
on the occasion of the grand review af- 
ter the close of the war in 1865. 

More than five hours’ time was ton- 


reviewing stand in front of the white 
house. There were at least 25,000 men in 
line, and the estimate of Commander in 
Chief Torrance ran as high as 30,000 men. 

The parade was reviewed by Command- 
er in Chief Torrance, who was assisted 
by the members of the president’s cabi- 
net and Adjutant Genera! Fowler, of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. Secretary 
Hay stood immediately on the right of 
the commander in chief, while Secreta- 
ries Root, Moody, Wilson and Hitchcock 
and Postmaster General Payne occupied 
seats in the rear. 

Longstreet Took Part in Parade. 

Occupying seats well to the front were 
many veterans of the civil war, including 
General O. O. Howard, General Edward 
McCook, General Daniel E. Sickles, Gen- 
eral Carrington, General J. Warren Kei- 
fer and General Edgar Allan. Sitting in 
the midst of these distinguished ex-union 
soldiers was the ex-confederate lNeuten- 
ant general, Longstreet. He was escorted 
to the front together with Genera] Sickles 
and when the two appeared side by side 
they were greeted with hearty cheers. It 
was said to be the first time that an ex- 
confederate officer had appeared on a 
Grand Army reviewing stand. 

Scattered here and there in the pro- 
cession were ladies and once in a while a 
girl appeared as the daughter of the regi- 
ment. There was one female band, com- 
posed of ladies, hailing from Waterloo, 
Ind., all of whom wore long maroon- 
colored dresses They played a patriotic 
air as they passed the reviewing stand, 
and were duly cheered. Indeed, hen- 
ever ladies occupied a place in the line 
they were applauded, notwithstanding 
their presence was forbidden by general 
orders. 

In many instances the departments rep- 
resenting states carried banners or badges 
or other devices intended to attract at- 
tention to the special] state characteristics 
or productions. The Georgia men wore 
open cotton bolls in their hats and the 
Alabamans the same insignia in their coat 
lapels, while the Minnesota men. held aloof 
a broad placard announcing that to be 
the “Bread and Butter State.’ South 
Dakota’s sons carried banners having on 
the point yellow corn. The Floridians 
were decorated with palms and pine ap- 
ples, the Louisianans with cotton and 
sugar cane, and the Vermonters with 
ferns and evergreens. In the parade there 
were several hundred Kansans who car- 
ried umbrellas painted on the outside to 
represent the huge sunflower. This was 
probably the most unique display made 
by any. state, though it was only little 
more so than that of Iowa, whose mem- 
bers each carried a big ear of native corn 
as a canteen. 

Texas Steer Horns. 

Texas carried a lone silver star set 
between immense Texas steer horns. The 
Oklahoma contingent, as usual, pressed 
the claims of that territory to admission 
into the union of states. One of the Michi- 
ganders held up a big gray rooster, but 
he was too subdued to crow as he passed 
the grandstand, though he was venement- 
ly urged to do so. Bryan post, of Tren- 
ton, N. J., carried a hornets’ nest (va- 
cated) and a placard held aloof announc- 
ing that ‘‘There are still left some of the 
spring chickens of 1861."." The Maryland 
division was preceded by forty tightly 
furled and badly worn battle flags. They 
were wound about pike staves and sur- 
mounted by wreaths of laurel. 

A number of colored men marched in 
the columns from the southern states, in- 
cluding Kentucky, Maryland, Georgia and 
the District of Columbia. In many cases 
they was accompanied by their own bands 
and they were generally received with 
cheers as they passed along. In some in- 
stances the departments were represent- 
ed by only a dozen or a score of veterans, 
Arizona had the smallest representation 
of any state or territory in line. There 
were only three men in her column, but 
they marched bravely along abreast, hav- 
ing their banner

THIRTY CORPSES FOUND 
IN COLO STORAGE PLANT 


Same Pipes Used in Freezing Cream 
for Table Use Kept the Corpses 
Cool—Medical Colleges Made 
Deal with Ice Cream 
Men. 


Louisville, Ky., Uctober 8.—Thirty dead 
bodies were found tonisfit in a cold stor- 
age plant lo¢ated in the rear of an ice 
cream factory on Nighth street. 

The same pipes which were used in con- 
gealing tne cream for table use were con- 
nected up with a small plant tn a shed in 
the rear Where they kept the bodies cool, 

It was at first thought that the cadavers 
had been brougnt here from Iindianapo- 
lis, but the heads of the several colleges 
interested in the. establig@nment asserted 
tonight that the bodies were obtained leg- 
itimately by them from the penitentiaries, 
ingane asylums and other institutions of 
the state of Kentuciry. 

This mernirg Chief of Police Gunther 
received a letter from the chief of police 
of Indianapolis, inclosing. a letter from a 
woman in Louisville, who said she had 
lived at the place in question and that 
some of the bodies stolen in Indianapolts 
had been shipped. here and were stored in 
the shed. 

Chief Gunther sent two policemen to 
the scene, ‘They reported that they could 
not get in the shed without breaking it 
open. a 3” 

While the chief ar police was trying to 


the building,» those having charge of the 
Flace sent word t% police headquarters 
that the building was open.and the ftnves- 
tigation was made, 

The building is a small one and pro- 
vided with numer sus thermometers for 
the proper observation of the tempera- 
ture. The bodies were found in boxes 
and mest of them were ir a good state of 
pleservation. ‘Ine establishment is main- 
tained by several Louisville medical co!- 
leges. 

The head of these institutions say they 
are given the bodies by the state with the 
understanding that they are to he held 
thirty days for identification. In order 
to assist in the identification the cold 
£torage plant was established and an ar- 
rangement Made with the ice cream plant 
to furnish the coolmg air. 

The building is on Eighth street, but 
the entrance to the piace where the 
bedies were found is from an alley. 


WERE RUSSELL SAGE TO DIE 


Wall Street Would Not Be Greatly 
Affected. 

New York, Ootober 8.—The condition of 
Russell Sage, who has been suffering 
from a bad cold and was threatened with 
pneumonia, was reported today as fa- 
vorable. He is at his country house at 
Cedar Hurst, Long Island, and it was 
said there he had passed a comfortable 
night. The physician said there was no 
reason for alarm. 

Wall street was inclined to be doubtful 
about Mr. Sage’s condition. Mr. Sage 
has a large number of loans out on col- 
lateral that might be wanted at any mo- 
ment and in the event of his death, efth- 
er a sudden calling of his loans or a sit- 
uation in which the securities in his 
safety vaults, which are held as collater- 
al, would be tied up indefinitely would 
result !n considerable trouble and loss. 

C. W. Bourne, cashier for Mr. Sage, 
to set at rest any fears on the latter 
point, made the authoritative statement 
that in the event of Mr. Sage’s death his 
debtors would have no trouble, the se- 
curities would not be tied up.

Strikers Stand Firm Amid: the 
,, Gleaming Gayonels 


Unless Mitchell’s Visit to New York 
Bears Fruit End of Strike Is a 
Long Way Off—Every Lo- 
cal Union Will Stay 
Out. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., October 8.—Unless 
President Mitchell’s hurried visit to New 
York bears fruit, the end of the mine 
workers’ strike seems a long way off, 
and the prospect of sufficient coal being 
mind to satisfy the public demand is ex- 
tremely poor. Every local union of the 
miners’ organization throughout the hard 
coal belt held special meetings either last 
night or today and resolved to remain on 
strike until the mine owners grant them 


1 some concessions. And, while the reports 


of these meetings came pouring into 
Wilkesbarre, President Mitchell dictated 
a letter to the president of the United 
States, in which he gave: his answer to 
the proposition that the strikers return 
to. work and trust to have their condi- 
tion improved through an investigating 
commission. 

What the answer of the mimers’ chief 
is he refused to divulge. But it is diffi- 
cult té conceive that, with the replies of 
the local unions piled around him, he 
éould do otherwise than respectfully de- 
cliné the. president’s. proposition. Mr. 
sent his letter to Washington 
before he had heard from all the locals, 
and at 3 0’clock m the afterhoon, accom- 


panied by thé thrée district presidents, 


left for New York. : 

It was-a busy day for the miners’ offi- 
cilals about headquarters. From early 
morning until late tonight the returns 
eamie in constantly. This evening the 
corps of newspaper correspondents sta- 
tioned here were invited to examine the 
reports, and not one was found that was 


not couched in firm language. 

Briefly stated, the resolutions in these 
reports affirm the confidence of the men 
in the judgment of their president, praise 
President Roosevelt in his efforts to end 
the strike, denounce the presidents of the 
coal carrying railroads for thelr alleged 
abuse of the chief executive at the con- 
ference in Washington, denounce the em- 
ployment of the coal and iron. police, 
thank all organizations and citizens 
throughout the country for the financial 
assistance given, and denounce Governor 
Stone for sending troops here. 

Nearly all the resolutions contain a 
sentence to the effect that‘they will re- 
main out, “though all the troops in the 
United States were sent here,”’ until they 
are granted some concessions. ; 

Additional troops for this region have 
not yet arrived, and the general strike 
situation remains unchanged. The coal 
company officials have nothing to say 
beyond the fact that they are awaiting 
developments. There is no increase in the 
shipment of coal, very little of which is 
being produced. 


Barons Snub Manufacturers. 

Philadelphia, October 8—The visit to 
this city of the committee representing 
the National Association of Manufactur- 
ers for the purpose of conferring with 
the presidents of the anthracite coal car- 
rying roads appears to have been fruit- 
less. The committee arrived here early, 
and spent the greater part of the day 
at ‘the manufacturers’ club awaiting. the 
appearance of the presidents, but none of 
the latter answered the invitation. To- 
night the committee issued a vague state- 
ment saying the committee had come to 
Philadelphia and would meet again Oc- 
tober 14. After the members of the com- 
mittee had breakfasted they dispatched 
‘a message to the office of President Baer, 
of the Reading company, announcing that 
they were ready to meet the operators. 
The nature of Mr. Baer’s reply is not 
known, but in answer to a question Mr. 
Baer said: 

“I know nothing about a committee.” 

He declined to make any further state- 
ment. 

President Parry said invitations to meet 
the committee had been sent to all of the 
presidents who had met President Roose- 
velt last week and that favorable replies 
had been received from three of them. 

Entire National Guard Out. 

Philadeiphia, October 8.—Thve entire na- 
tional guard of Pennsylvania is camped 
tonight in the anthracite ccal regions, the 
last regiment from the western part of 


the state haying arrived iate this after- | 


noon. ' 
Contrary to expéctatioris, the troops 
were well reccived.and there was no dis- 
position on the part of the strikers to 
anncy the soldiers. There was only one 
instance during the day -of any. show cf 
feeling, and this was at Bethiehem, when 
some boys stoned the second section of 
the train bearing the First régiment from 
Philadelphia. Universal quiet reigns 
throughout the entire region. ~ 
Brigadier General Schallent, who arriv- 
ed ir. Tamaqua this afternoon, telephéne.! 
Major General Miller that there was no 
disturbance of any kind in the district. 
The soldiers who arrived today were ai) 
scattered throughou: Schuylkill, Luzerne, 
Carbon and Northumberland counties. — 
The fact that all cf the locals thraugh- 
6ut the anthracite region have voted 
unanimously to continue ‘he strike wouid 
indicate. that the presence of the troops 
will have but little effect. upon forcing the 
men to return to work, and from 
indications it would seem 1 
tlement-of the strike is no.

Mitchell and Senators Were Closeted

New York, October 8.-—-President John 
Mitchell, of the United Mine Workers’ As- 
sociation, arrived at fhe Pennsylvania i:- 
pot in Jersey City tonight, having come 
on a Lehigh Valley train from Wilkes- 
barre. With rim were District Presidents 
Nicholls, Fahy and Duffy. 
immediately to the Ashland house. 

Mr. Mitchell was asked if he had come 
to hold a conference with the operators, 
tut he declined to say. .He refused to 
answer all questions and to say how long 
he would be in the city. 

Mr. Mitchell had the appearance of 
having been under sereve mental and 
physical strain, but assured questioners 
that he was in good heaith, though tired. 

At. 10 o'clock Mr. Mitchell called up 
Wilkesrarre by telephone, the reason be- 
ing that he had expected some telegrams 
which he did not find awaiting. him.

“Infcermation has teen conveyed to me 
by ‘phcne that a total of two hundred and 
sixty local untons have reported unani- 
mcus votes egainst resuming work. The 
men ars not deterred from going to work 
through any fear of bodily harm, but are 
resolved to remain out until the differ- 
ences between thera and ‘the operators are 
arbitrated or until they ar2 ordered to re- 
turn by their leadérs. 

“This leaves not more than forty or 
fiity local unions to hear from yet. The 
unanimous action inciudes the votes of 
strikers not memh>ors of the union. but 
who were present at the meetings and 
voted with the union men.“

DLUODY RIOT FOLLOWS 
ATTEMPT TQ RUN CARS 


Fifty Shots Fired and Many Men In- 


jured, but None Fatally—Strike 
Breakers“Arrested ‘by Police 
for Carrying Concealed 
Weapons. 


New Orleans, La., October 8.—The at- 
tempt this morning of the New Orleans 
Railways Company to start cars on its 
lines, which have been completely tied 
up for eleven days, precipitated a long 
impending conflict between the strikers 
and those who attempted to fill their 
places. Although a hundred shots were 
fired. nobody was killed, but sixteen 
persons were injured. Mayor Capde- 
vielle, who requested Governor Heard to 
order out the militia, has been advised 
that Major General Glynn, fn command 
of the first military district of the state, 
will report to the mayor tomorrow morn- 
ing.

Two blocks from 
the barn strikers pulled up the wooden 
croossings and constructed a barricade | 
on the track. The car stopped and 
Robert D. Koontz, one of the non-union 
men, got off to remove the obstructions, 
He succeeded, though set upon by the 
crowd. The strikers then made a rush 
for the car and a lively fight ensued. 
There was a regular fusilade, fully a 
hundred shots being exchanged by the. 
men and police on the car and. the. 
strikers. At the first volley from the car 
the strikers broke and ran and a regular 
stampede followed. Then the police got 
active and arrested the non-union mem 
for carrying concealed weapons.

ON- IN FRANCE 


All the Miners Have Been 
Ordered To Drop Their 
Picks Today. 


THOUSANDS. OF MINERS 
AFFECTED BY THE ORDER 


Mine Owners Have Refused to Dis- 
cuss ‘the Claims of the Men. 
It Is. Predicted That Coal 
Will Be Very Dear in 
. Paris. 


Paris, October 8.—The national commit- 
tee of the French Miners’ Federation has 
decided to declare a general strike to be- 
gin tomorrow. 

It is estimated that 42,000 men have al- 
ready struck in the northern coal fields, 
and that five thousand mep have struck 
around St. Etienne, | 

The decision of the national commit- 
tee of the Miners’ Federation to. declare 
a general strike throws the onus upon 
the mine owners because they have de- 
clined to discuss the claims of the min- 
ers. The mine owners took this attitude 
On the ground that the questions of the 
regulation of work and old age pensions 
were now before parliamentary commit- 
tees and the strike had already broken 
out without warning and without mo- 
tives. ‘ > . 

The Temps calculates that the French 
miners number 162,000 mén, of whom only 
60,000 belong to the federation. 

The probability of a rise in the price 
of domestic and factory coal is beginning 
to be soriousiy disoussed. ‘Ihe secretary 
of the mine owners’ committee in an in- 
terview, predicts dear coal in Paris this 
winter. He says the Pennsylvania strike 
will be partially responsible for thig as 
‘the orders have been given in England 
to reduce the available stocks there and 
to increase the price of coal export to 
France which imports considerably from 
the English coal fields. This factor and 
the rise in French coal, owing to the 
strike, are certain to result in high re- 
tail prices. 


AMERICAN CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 


Quadrennial Uonvention Is Opened 
at Norfolk. 

Norfolk, Va., October 8.—The first day’s 
session of the American Christian church 
quadrennial convention, which opened 
here this morning, were devoted entirely 
to addresses and devotional exercises and 
the seating of the delegates from the 
ninety conferences represented, 

The present convention is the first one 
that has ever been held fin a southern 
city and there are seven hundred dele- 
gates attending the convention, which is 
held in the Memorial Christian church, of 
which Rev. J. P. Barrett is pastor. 

Ohio, which is the strongest state of 
the denomination, sends‘a very large del- 
egation, headed by Rev: O. Li. Pride, of 
Cincinnati, and the Rev. J. B. Bishop, of 
Dayton. The convention will be in ses- 
sion the entire week.

tariff on lumber be maintained.” Also 
that “in view of all the existing condi- 
tions, including decreasing supply and 
increasing demands, it is commonly the 
case that southern pine stumpage is 
priced entirely too low in estimating as- 
sets and in figuring a market price for 
the mill product so as to get a fair 
equivalent, that the secretaries of the 
various associations represented be re- 
quested to notify their r 

bers of this action in such manner as 
may be deemed most expedient in their 
respective associations.’’ . 

The various associations were requested 
to consider the adoption of a” standaré 
thickness of dressing 1 inch stock to 
13-16, and a standard of face, commencing 
at 21-4 inches and advancing by half 
inches, and to be invoiced at 3-4 inch over 
face, and such other suggestions*as to 
standard sizes and gauges generally, ac- 
tion to be reported back at the ‘next 
aaa of the joint conference conimit- 

ee. : 

The establishment of an interagsocia- 
tion bureau of information for the’ dis- 
semination of information of mutual in- 
terest, including monthly reports of 
stocks on hand, demand, inquiry, etc., 
such as would be of immense vaiue to 
members of the various associations, was 
also favored and its immediate formation 
was urged, 

Resolutions were adopted invoking the 
aid of the members of the various lum- 
ber organizations to petition their sena- 
tors and representatives in congress With 
a view to having the powers of the inter- 
state commerce commission enlarged so 
as to give that body jurisdiction over 
railroad usages and rates, and to secure 
the enactment of laws compelling rail- 
road companies to equip their cars with 
appliances necessary to the safe carriage 
of lumber and timber; to provide that the 
weights of these appliances be included 
in the weights of the cars, and to pro- 
vide that the shipper be paid by the 
garrftr in case of default on the part 
of the railroad to furnish necessary 
equipment. 

A resolution was also adopted calling 


! an effort to keep 


upon the association secretaries to make 
track of cars and be- 
come familiar with conditions that might 
exist in the. matter of car shortage., It 
was also recommended that no change 
be made in-the four recognized sets df 
grading rules covering southern pine 
manufactured for various markets, but 
that they be printed in pamphlet form 
and liberally distributed 60 as to bring 
about, if possible, uniform rules which 
would prevent misunderstandings.

Has “Divine Right” Bear Quit? 

Philadelphia, October &—A rumor was 
current here tonight that George F. Baer, 
president of the Philadelphia and Read- 


ing railway, had submitted his resigna-* 


tion to the board of directors. Inquiry at 
Mr, Baer’s residence here elicited the in- 
formation that he had retired for the 
night, leaving the strict injunction that 
he was net to be disturbed. Two mem- 
bers of the board of directors, however, 
emphatically denied the report. 

The impression prevails here that United 
States .Senaturs Quay arid Penrdse are 
still endeavoring to effect a settlement of 
the strike. The two senators went to 
New York late this afternoon, but declin- 
ed to state the object of their visit. The 
hasty departure of President Mitchell, of 
the -Mine Workers’ Union, from Wilkes- 
barre for New York, and the fact that 
the senators left here at about the samé 
time, 1s regarded as significant. 

Mitchell’s Answer to Roosevelt. 

Washington, October 8.—The answer of 
President John Mitchell, of the United 
Mine Workers, to the letter of President 
Roosevelt, requesting that the anthracite 
coal miners be asked to return to work 
immediately, had not been received at the 
temporary white house up to 11 o’clock 
tonight. Secretary Cortelyou expects that 
0 cae will be in the regular morning 
mail. 

Secretary Reot was in consultation with 
the president for mere than two hours to- 
night, and it is thought the coal strike 
situation received a large amount of at- 
tention. Early in the evening Attorney 
General Knox was it the white hous:

SONS OF OLD ELI DEFEAT 
WESLEYAN ON GRIDIRON 


New Haven, Conn., October §8.—Yale de- 
feated Wesleyan today in an. interesting 
game in which there was the widest 
divergence between the two halves. The 
score was: Yale 85; Wesleyan 0. 

The early part of the game showed Yale 
much stronger and able to gain ground 
at will for almost any distance. The 
gt at the end of the first half was 22 
oO 0. 

In the second half Wesleyan seemed to 
realize that the substitutes which Cap- 
tain Chadwick put in were not their 
equals. They aimed tackle pla 
one man and then another the yam 
tutes and made big holes in the Yale 
line through which they gained ground 
in surprisingly easy fashion. But Wes- 
leyan was not able to keep it up, being 
lighted. Twice, however, the ball was 
landed close enough to Yale’s goal to 
make trys for a field goal. Each time, 
however, Rogers, full back, failed. Once 
the ball was kicked accurately for dis- 
tance, but not with force enough to send 
it over the posts. The second effort was 


4 poorer one and the ball went wide. 


Toward the end Wesleyan seemed likely 
to score. The Yale substitutes were play- 
ing a demoralized game and the tackle 
plays which Wesléyan used gave her ap- 
parently an opportunity to score.

Opposed to the Trusts. 


Lauds Steel Combine as Blessing to 
United States and Says Even if 
There is Some Evil it Will 
Be Cured by Evoiu- 
tion. 


Boston, Mass., October &—More than 
ordinary interest was attached to the an- 
nual dinner of. the Republican Club of 
Massachusetts at Symphony hall tonight, 
from the fact that the club had as its 
guest Leslie M. Shaw, the secretary of 
the treasury, whose recent measures as 


the head of the treasury department have 
given him such a conspicuous position be- 
fore the people. The speakers included, 
beside Mr. Shaw, Governor W. Murray 
Crane, Lieutenant - Governor John L. 
Bates, the republican candidate for gov- 
ernor, @ Senator Henry Cabot Lodge. 

When Mr. Shaw was introduced as the 
man who had met problems in such a 
way as to receive the praise of the peo- 
ple, he was given a magnificent reception. 

The gr r portion of Mr. Shaw's 
speech was devoted to the trusts. He 
contended that tariff revision would not 
injure the trusts, and stated, in addition, 
that the trusts were not such an evil as 
the democrats claimed. 


Evolution as a Remedy. 

He asserted that where evil existed it 
‘would be corrected by natural and evo- 
lutionary remedies. On thig line he said: 

“I suppose more objection has been 
made and more anti-trust sentiment cre- 
ated by reason of the United States Steel 
Corporation than any other one concern. 
I confess its organization staggered me. 

“Since then I have investigated some- 
what, and I have discovered a few facts 
which are quite a consolation at least to 


me. One is that the United States Steel | 


Corporation prodiced only 43.9 per cent 
of the iron “Ss in this country dur- 
ing the bg . It produced 42.9 per 
cent of the pig: iron, 66.3 per cent of the 
steel ingots and castings, 50.1 per cent of 
the rolled products, such as steel rails, 
structural shapes, plates, etc., and wire, 
and 66.8 per cent of the wire nails. This 
proportion is jess than it was a year ago. 

“In this connection I might add that 
this particular corporation on its own 


motion makes public many and perhaps | 


all the important details of its business, 
including gross and net profits. Its re- 
ceipts for the year ending June 30, 1902, 
derived from the sale of iron and steel 
and the gross earnings of its transporta- 
tion companies, were in. round numbers 
$550,000,000, and the net profits of the con- 
cern were something like’ $130,000,000. It, 
therefore, made a net profit of 26 per 
cent, not upon its capital, but upon its 
business from the ore bed to the finished 
product at the doors of its facturies. 


Defends Steel Trust. 


“IT recognize that there are some people

It follows then that this one 
concern paid during the year ending 
June 30, 1902, directly or indirectly, over 
$400,000,000 for labor. And what became of 
this money? Most of it was spent pri- 
marily for food and raiment and ma- 
teria] to build homes. This food came 
I1cm.the wheat helds of Minnesota and 
the Dakotas, and from the grazing fields 
of the mountain states, and from the 
farmers’ stalls in the corn belt. The 
material for raiment came from the cot- 
ton fields of the south and from the 
sheep ranches of the far west, but it ail 
came thence by way of the factories of 
New England and the Atlantic states. 

“But I believe competition is in sight. 
Last year the entire rolled iron and steel 
products of the United States was 12,000.- 
000 tons, of which the United States steel 
corporation produced less than 61: per 
cent. The Lackawanna [Iron and steel 
Company is building a plant near Buf- 
falo, costing $26,000.000, and they propose 
to be able to produce a million and a 
quarter tons per annum. The independ- 
ent concern with which Mr. Frick is con- 
nected is being increased to a $20,000,000 
plant. In my judgment we are to have 
competition, and it will be the kind the 
American. people have learned to ap- 
preciate. | 


Not in Favor of Trusts. 


“If any one should be disposed to char- 
acterize what I have said as a defense of 
existing conditions, let me correct him 
once and for all. I am not in favor of 
trusts, nor of monopolies, of any kind 
of form, and I see much of evil. as weli 
as some Measure of good, tn the trend 
of industrial affairs. 

“And I. want to gay to you, my good 
democratic friend, that if you allow the 
calamity howler to rob your son of his 
hope, and teach him that whoever un- 
dertakés gigantic entéfprises, especialiv 
if he ig successful. is a scoundrel, and 
whoever finds employment for a thou- 
sand men is a thief..and should he find 
employment for 10.000 he is a robber. 
you will. be spared the humiliation of 
ever seeing your son’s name on the sta- 
tionery or‘in the list of directors of any 
business enterprise. 

“Existing laws against trusts are being 
vigorously enforced. This policy must be 
continued, and the laws themselves must 
be reinforced wherever needed. But there 
are some things that must be permitted 
to regulate ‘themselives.”’

Address on Reciprocity. 
Hon. John K. Campbell, of Ypsilantl, 
Mich., delivered a very strong address on 
“Reciprocity: How It May Affect Agri- 


cultural Interests.”’ 

There was a discussion on this question 
participated in by a number of delegates 
from various parts of the country.

Cotton Growers Ask Retention of De- 
partment of Government. 

Macon, Ga., October 8—Six hundred 
cotton growers, represerting all but three 
of the cotton growing states of the United 
States, met here tonight and passed a 
resolution asking the government not to 
transfer the work of the government’s 
division of statistics to any other depart- 
ment, or to do any other thing that might 
impair the usefulness of the division. The 
resolution recited that this is a critical 
time with the cotton growing industry, as 
the Mexican bol] weevil has spread to 
every part of Téxas, and has decreased 
the yield of the plant this season 500,000: 
bales, and is spp! ly making its way into 
the states east of Texas. ‘The resolution 
deprecated any attempt to minimize the 
influence of the department. 

The resolution was introduced by E. 8. 
Peters, president of the Cotton Growers 
of Texas. 

Resolutions were also adopted demand- 
ing that only twenty-two pounds of cot- 
ton be deducted from each bale as tare, 
instead of the thirty demanded on export 
cotton. It was agreed that if the cotton 
buyers tefuse this demand, the Cotton 
Growers’ Association in each townshi 
or county shall select some suitable per 
son and sell direct to the spinners. All 
papers were requested to publish these 
resolutions. 

Another resolution by F. D. Wimber- 
ly, of Georgia, called upon* the cotton

SHAFT TO DEAD HEROES 
WHO FELL AT PERRYVILLE 


Monument 1s Unveiled on 
lhe Kentucky Battle- 
field 


TEN THOUSAND PERSOKS 
WITNESS THE CEREMONIES 


General A. J. West, of the 41st Geor- 
gia, Which Lost 54 Per Cent 
Killed and Wounded, Deliv- 
ers Great Address. 

Picnic Enjoyed. 


Danville, Ky., October 8.—(Special.)~ 
Ten thousand persons attended the un- 
veiling of the mdnument to the confeder- 
ate @ead on the old battle field of 
Perryville this morning. 

Addresses were made by Judge M. O. 
Saufley, of Stanford; Hon. R. J. Brekin- 
ridge, of Danville, and General A. J. 
West, of Atlanta. ' 

Miss Ella Hay, of Perryville, assisted 
by Miss Annie Tribdble, of Junction City, 
unveiled the monument. 

The great multitude was entertained at 
dinner by the citizens of the west end 
of Boyle county at a huge picnic. 

The address of General West ‘was the 
feature of the exercises, and was in part 
as follows: 

Address of General A. J. West. 


Every heart in the south, especially in Geor- 
gia, throbs with gratitude to the patriotic 
people of Kentucky for the timely erection 
of this peautiful monument. 

The honors that cluster about this sacred 
spot cause memory to turn backward to 
tnat period in your country’s history when 
General Braxton Bragg, commanding the Hower 
and chivalry of the western arm, marched 
upon this fleld 

Having gone through the fiery ordeal at 
Shiloh, and particpated in hundreds of skir- | 
mishes, and been exposed to almost every 
kind of hardship and danger, Bragsg’s army 
swung around to Chattanooga, crossed the Ten- 
neesee river at Harrisons Landing, made the 
march over Waldons Ridge, traversing the hills 
and valleys of Tenfiessee and Kentucky, and 
after many long weeks of endurance and suf- 
fering, reached this-historic battle field on the 
morning of October 8, 1862. 

Bragg’s army contained the very elite of the 
south. A more gallant set of men had never 
been crystallized into a compact army. They 
were from Louisfana, Florida, South Carolina, 
Alabama, Georgia, North Carolima, Kentucky. 
Tennessee and Texas. 

They were commanded by officers of high 
culture, signal ability and unquestioned cour- 
age. 

Among them might have been seen the gal- 
lant General John C. Breckinridge, who had 
adorned the high position of vice president 
before he was forty years of age, and had 
carried nearly every. southern state for the 
presidency in the campaign of 1860. Thero, 
too, with his majestic presence was General 

Leonidas Polk, who left the bishop’s chair to 
command an army corps: Under him was 
that sturdy old warrior_with a heart that in 
tenderness was like @ ‘Woman's, but in bold- 
ness like a lion, Geperal Frank Cheatham. 
Pat. Cleborne, with @ soul of fire that was 
never daunted by danger nor depressed by 
calamity, was here, *the-idol of his men, the 
patriot, the uncaleulating defender of the south. 

John T. Morgan, Alex P. Stewart, George 
S. Maney were here commanding brigades. 

John H, Savage, James D. Porter. J. B. 
Palmer, A. 8S. Marks, and many others who 
lived to enjoy fame in subsequent years, were 
active participants in this battle. 

James T. Raines, the eloquent, the music 
of whose voice charmed his adulences and cap- 
tured cvery heart, was here, and your own 
brave Roger W. Hanson and William Pres- 
ton, all three of whom were destined to dye 
the red soil a deeper hue in the storm of bat- 
tle before the end of another year. 

The personnel of Bragg’s army has rarely, 
if ever, been equaled in the history of the 
world. It was composed of civilians of high 
intellectual culture, moral worth and social 
qualities, the best representatives, indeed, of 
the..best classes of the most refined age of 
the south. 

These men fhad gone out, not for glory or 
emolument, but as defenders of what they es- 
teemed to be the sacred honor of their country. 

Upon this field courage and high-born chiv- 
alry, on prancing chargers, rode to the front 
with shimmering steel, and bright swords 
gleaming, where thousands of charging bayo- 
nets at uniform angles reflected thousands of 
suns; where the ehrill fife screamed and the 
kettle drum timed the heavy tramp, tramp, 
of the shining battalions, as the infantry de- 
ployed into battle line and disappeared in the 
seething waves of smoke and flame; where 
double shotted batteries on yonder hill unlim- 
bered on the bristling edge, and hurled vomit 
into the faces of the reeling colmuns; where 
ten thousand drawn sabers and ten thousand 
cavalry hovered for a moment on the flank, 
and then rushed to the dreadful revelry. 

Let those who never faced a line of fire, 
nor stormed a battery, say they died in vain 
who fell on this fated field. 

Before such acenes of heroism those deeds of 
modern noteworthiness fade into insignificance. 
No field of the civil war shows to the military 
critic @ more splendfd heroism nor to the lover 
ef liberty a more self-sacrificing valor than 
these veterans on that eventful October day. 
Witness at this time the regiment to which 
the speaker belonged getting ready, conscious 
that in a vefy brief time the conflict would 
be on. It was halted, fronted; it was ordered 
to be ready for immediate action. The knap- 
eacks are placed on the ground with the sol- 
diers’ wardrobe and ‘cooking utensils. They 
stand ready now with the musket, the cartridge 
box, with forty rounds of amrmunition to the 
man, and canteens scantily filled with water. 
Every regiment and brigade, and the whole 
army, deserves the highest encomiums possible, 
but time forbids that I should particularize 
any save the company and regiment to which 
I belonged—company E, Forty-first Georgia reg- 
iment, Maney’s brigade, Cheatham’s division, 
Polk’s corps, Bragg’s army. 

Colonel Charles A. .McDaniel, commanding 
the Forty-first Georgia regiment, climbs the 
heights, strikes the Ohio and Indiana troops 
and brings on the desperate fight. 

A soldier falls here and now there; the bat- 
tle is on. The Forty-first Georgia makes a 
splendid movement, staggering at times ufder 
the galling fire of the Indiana battery and 
other artillerfsts and their infantry supports, 
but again advances and seores the first victory 
in the confederate line. It was a costly one. 
though—!0 per cent of the regiment lay dead 
upon the field and 44 per cent sealed their 
devotion to duty with their blood. Colonel 
McDaniel was amongst the slain, and those of 
company E who were killed were as follows: 

Captain J. C. Curtright, Dozier, AF. 
J. Stringfellow. William -B. Townes, W. A. 
Wright, Mims Barksdale, J. M. Lancaster, J. 
E. Saterwhite and J. H. Jones. 

The bones of these noble young southerners 
are now moulding in this Kentucky soil. They 
wrote their names in glory’s sky and carved 
them deep in the temple of fame. They will 
be wafted in every breeze that sigha through 
the cedars and cypress of this vast domain, 
and will be heard in every slumbering echo 
that awakes the call of freedom. 

Old soldiers, you men who had four years of

in sincere thanks to Kentucky for this monu- 
ment in memory of my neighbors, schoolmates 
and companions. 

The Roman who bought the land Hannibal's 
tent was spread upon when his legions were 
encamped before the very gates of Rome, 
exhibited the same spirit of confidence and 
pride of country which distinguished the south- 
ern soldier during the war. 

Although disaster stared him in the face, 
and the bravest hearts were trembling at the 
future destiny of ‘their country, and ftom 
these hills of Perryville the enemy, like clouds, 
could be seen piled around, charged with the 
thunder of death and desolation. and the earth 
was reeling with the roll and tramp of armies, 
the hearts of McDaniel, Curtright and hundreds 
of others who fell on this field were untouched 
with fear of her future. William B. Townes, 
N. K. Dozier. B. J. Stringfellow, W. A. 
Wright, Mims Barksdale, J. M. Lancaster and 
J. E. Saterwhite, J. H. Jones and others knew 
that while they might fall and they might die 
upon this fleld, the south wold survive the 
tempests of the war and her future would be 
radiant with the splendid triumphs of an au- 
gust prosperity, and confident of that future 
whose dawn would surely come 
would soon redden in the 
these. Georgia boys, just reaching 
inviting paths of young manhood, died 
determined never to abandon the fortunes of 
the south. They sowed a rich heritage of 
example on the hanks of Chaplain and Proe- 
tor creeks for the emulation of the world. 
The saddest thought that dampens out minds 
with the saddest sorrow is that that wave of 
shot and shell carried from our homes and 
hearths thousands of her useful sons. Although 
the eouth euffered hy desolation; although mil- 
lions of her property were swept into’ ruins 
and thousands of her bravest men hurried to 
their graves; although she was weakened and 
bled at every pore; although she was impov- 
erished and dismantled; although ehe was 
ridden through and trampled over by armies: 
although she has seen, in folded sleep, her 
most gallant sons and their spirit arms 
reach out to her from these unmarked mounds 
on this bloody fleld, she stands today proudly 
erect, with the flush of prosperity on her cheek 
and the light of hope An her eyes, with the 
Stars and Stripes, an etMmblem of an indivisible 
union, in her: right hand, waving a friendly 
but earnest notice to her brethren in the east, 
north and west that she challenges them to 
an active rivairy in building up the resources 
of this great country. And I say now, with 
deliberation and sincerity, in view of all the 
calamities of that war, if the same condition 
of things could occur again, I would rather 
accept these calamities than belong to a 
race of cowards and surrender the most sacred 
rights of self-government. 

The curtain dropped long ago upon these 
mournful ecenes of Carnage and time has beau- 
tifled and comforted and healed until there 
is nothing left of war but graves and garlands 
and monuments and the remnant of veterans 
and precious memories. 

In behalf of the confederate veterans, the 
friends and relatives of the soldiers who fell 
Rere, I bring gladly the homage of our heart’s 
tribute, and lay it upon the altar of Kentucky's 
patriotism. 

What state In the whole American! union 
can boast a prouder record in war or peace? 
From no portion of thie country has) there 
come in the past, or will there come in the 
future, a readier respense to duty’s call, or 
@ Tdbler zeal for the public welfare, than from 
this nursery of patriotic men and women. 

The manifestation to the world of one such 
man as John C. Breckinridge is no amall com- 
pensation for the cost of that etruggle. The 
rights of mffnorities in all this nation will be 
safer in all the years to come, because south- 
ern statesmen expounded them in the fomim, 
and southérn men died for them on this 
battle field. 

This monument will proclaim to generations 
yet unborn the unfaltering devotion of the 
confederate soldier to the cause of the sduth; 
of his alert and flashing eye; of his tattered 
uniform and bright musket, and of his soul- 
piercing and blood-curdling rebel yell. 

It will proclaim the glory of the .matchless 
hero of the past, who with a heart of oak 
and nerves of steel rode in majestic splendor 
upon the lurid crest of battle undaunted by 
courage and death. It will proclaim that 
the confederate soldier, actuated by senti- 
ments of purest patriotism, unhesitatingly 
threw himself upon the sacrificial altar of his 
country and died in the sublime faith that her 
cause was just. 

Grand monument! Personifying no particular 
man, living or dead, a free offering, designed 
and erected with the primary object of per- 
petuating the deeds of the soldiers who Wore 
the gray. May it stand through successive 
ages, uuharmed by winter’s blasts, unscathed

He pays his sespects to the com- 
migsioner in no uncertain language, &c- 
cuses him of personal malice and a de- 
sire to secure revenge because of disap- 
pointment in not getting one of his favor- 
ites retained as sergeant on one of the 
delta convict farms. The sergeant in 
question was discharged for incompe- 
tency by the warden. 

Commissioner Kincannon, on the other 
hand, is equally vigorous, and has launch- 
ed a fullfiedged prosecution of the charge 
by employing a well known legal firm 
of this city to represent him at the in- 
vestigation. He expresses his firm belief 
in the guilt of the warden, and states that 
it is high time for the board of control 
to get a new man to manage the affairs 
of the prison.

Wilson, made to the Grand Army men 
in Washington, excites our unféigned 
astonishment.

And on the occasion of 
President McKinley’s visit to the 
troops in Macon General Wilson spoke 
from the same platform and echoed 
with stirring enthusiasm the senti- 
ments of reunion and fraternity be- 
tween the north and the south that 
the president had so eloquently ut- 
tered. 

But the gentle-spirited McKinley is 
dead. He who, during his term of of- 
fice, did so much to reestablish a 
common respect and patriotism be:

the causes of bitterness between the 
sections, sleeps beneath immortelles at 
Canton—revered and mourned by the 
valiant and the true-hearted of every 
home from ocean to ocean, from the 
lakes to the gulf. His compelling ex- 
ample of mutual respect and honor 
between those once embattled is no 
longer with us, no longer remembered 
by those who serve. the exigencies of 
time and pander to their personal pur- 
poses and prejudices.

ed here by Henry Ivy. There are yet 
others who remember her swelling im- 
portance ag Terminus, when .the | last 
spike was driven to complete the state's 
own iron highway to the north,-soon to 
be united with the Georgia road extended 
from Madison, the Macon and Western 
from Macon and the West Point road ao 
the Chattahoochee border of Alabama. 

There are some of us living who saw her 
outgrow the girlish name of Marthas- 
ville and ag if fully conscious of her far 
off destiny take on the name of the ad- 
venturess goddess whose feet are fleeter 
than the hind’s, swifter than.thé ante- 
lope’s—Atlanta!

The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the board by Superintendent Park 
Woodward in his regular report. He 
recommended that the members visit the 
river at the Bull Sluice shoals for the 
purpose of seeing what work was being 
done. 

“If they are going to build a 60-foot 


‘dam,’ said he, in explanation of nis rec- 


ommendation, “‘they’ll cut off our sup- 
ply of water and render the pumping sta- 
tion at the river practically worthless. 
It might be found necessary to take out 
an injunction against the company if the 
work is going to have any such bad re- 
sults for the city’s water system, and 
I think the board should find out just 
what is to be done.’’ 
Committee To Make Visit. 

He said that where the dam was to be 
built the land was fully 100 feet higher 
than at the point where pumping station 
No. 1 is located. The pumping station and 
the dam, he estimated, would be about 12 
miles apart. The other members: of the 
board seemed to think the suggestion of 
the superintendent a good one, and, upon 
motion of Commissioner Sam Wilkes, the 
committee was appointed. 

At first It was decided to make the visit 
tomorrow morning, but the fact that the 
circus will be in town that day caused a 
change of plans. It was Alderman M. M. 
Welch who called attention to the fact 
that Friday was ‘“‘circus day.” 

“Well, do you know,”’ said Commigsion- 
er ‘Charles Barrett, ‘‘I have promised my 
boy to take him to the circus and I 
shouldn't like to disappoint him. I alse 
want to go with tne committee to see 
what Is being done about that dam, and I 
find it impossible to be in ‘two places 
at the same time. Suppose we thake the 
trip to the river the next day?’’ 

Alderman Welch said he thought he had 
a circus engagement also, and, as other 
members were not all averse to the 
change, it was made torthwith, although 
the statement of the two members Occa- 
sioned considerable merriment. 


To Buy Plenty of Coal. 


The board authorized the purchase of 
one hundred cars of coal in order that 


the pumping stations might be well sup- 
plied in the event the strike situation 
became more serious and the supply of 
coal inaccessible. The board ‘has a con- 
tract with a company to furnish coal, 


but this company has failed to give the 


commissioners any guarantee that it will 
furnish fuel at once, so the board will 
go into the open maftket. 

The attention of the board was called 


to the need of repairs to the steam pipes 


of the boilers at pumping station No. 
2. It was stated@ that these pipes were in 
such condition that repairs wefe abso- 
lutely necessary in order to avoid danger. 
Superintendent Woodward estimated that 
41.000 judiciously expended would put the 
pipes in proper condition, but the board 
has not the money with which to do the 


work, and Commissioner Barrett suggest- 
ed that some of the idle water mains lying 


in the streets be sold so as to raise 
money with which to make the repairs. 
“The city council has not given us 
money to lay this pipe,’’ said he, “‘and 
it is doing no good in the gutters. We 


have no promise that we'll ever be able 


to lay it, therefore I am in favor of dis- 


posing of enough to secure $1,000 to repair 


those boiler pipes. If they are not at- 
tended to at once we may have an ex- 
plosion and plenty of trouble as a re- 
sult.”’

could never be duplicated again, and it 
was better to hold on to them in the hope 


that some day the finance committee 


might appropriate sufficient money to pay 
for laying them. President Hillyer said

At the short session of the agricultural 
educators and experiment station direc- 
tors held at the capitol yesterday morning

The resolution which was introduced by 
the,committee was as follows: 

“Your committee appointed to consider 
the feasibility of an exhibit in mechanic 
arts of the land grant. colleges at St. 
Louis exposition begs leave to report that 
it does not advise an organized attempt 
to make such an exhibition as a separate 
enterprise. The committee believes that 
a combined effort of all colleges and an 
enlistment of all interests in the colleges 
to the end of projectiig a comprehensive 
exhibit of their entire work with partic- 
ular emphasis upon those lines which 
are characteristic of these institutions, 
would result in a presentation which 
would be well received by the educational 
morid and would contribute greatly to 
the prestige of the land grant colleges. 
The committee des'regs to commend the 
consideration of the larger plan to the 
association.’’ 

The report precipitated considerable 
discussion. President James K. Patter- 
son, of the Kentucky state college, made 
a strong speech favoring the adoption 
of the committee’s report. He was in 
favor of asking congress for an appro- 
priation of $50,000 to be used in the in- 
stallation of an exhibit that would be 
worthy of the colleges which would be 
interested. 

The resolution was referred to the ex- 
ecutive committee, which will report on 
it at the meeting this morning. Consid- 
erable interest is felt by the delegates 
as to what shall be ‘the nature of the 
final report, as # will largely determine 
the kind of exhibit placed at the St. 
Louls exposition. 

After attending to other matters of 
minor importance, the convention adjourn- 
ed at 11 o’clock, to meet again in general 
session at 9 o’clock, this marning, _... 

The meeting of ‘the® section of agri¢ul- 
ture and chemistry was attended by a 
large number of delegates, and a number 
of interesting papers were read and dis- 
cussed. 

Section Meetings. 

The feature of the. discussion at this 
meeting was the feeding of cattle. Some 
very valuable and practical information 
was given out by Dr. H. P. Amsby, of 
Pennsylvania; C. F. Curtis, of Iowa; 
Professor A. M. Soule, of Tennessee; 
Professor D. W. May, of Kentucky; Dr. 
J. C. Robert, of Mississippi; Dr. C. W. 
Burkett, of North Carolina, and others 
who had made scientific investigations 
as to the best results obtained from 
different kinds of food. 

The section on college work discussed 
“Agricultural Education in the South” 
and “The Graduate School of Agricul- 
ture.” Dr. A. C. True, of Washington, 
D. C.; Thomas F. Hunt, of Ohio; John

The total number of students for the last 
two years in all of the land grant col- 
leges in the country was 74,961, of these 
9425 purSued agriculture, or about 121-2 
per cent, whereas in eleven southern in- 
stitutions ef the total attendance of 9,426 
in two years the number pursuing agri- 
culture was 1,960, or nearly 20 per cent, as 
against the 121-2 per cent in the rest of 
the country. : ;

DEAL WITH FRISCO 


Two Roads Have S:ttled All Differ- 
ences at Birmingham. 


TRAFFIC AGREEMENT MADE 


Rumored That Merger of Two Sys- 
tems and Minor Roads with 
Santa Fe System May Be 
Effected—Other Hail- 
way News. 


Advices from, Richmond announce that 
the Seaboard and the ‘Frisco have set- 
tled their differences at Birmingham, and 
that a traffic arrangement has been per- 
fected. 

This announcement confirms the rumor 
which has been afloat for some time 
to the efftct that the two systems would 
work together. By the agreement, the 
Seaboard gets an outlet to the St. Louis, 
Chicago and Kansas City gateways and 
through the Santa Fe to the Pacific 
coast. 

It is freely rumored in railway circles 
that the Brunswick and Birmingham and 
the Atlantic and Birmingham are being 
constructed in the interest of the ’Frisco, 
and then when matters are ripe these 
roads, the ’Frisco and the Seaboard will 
be merged into one company, forming 
the eastern end of a great transconti- 
nental system, of which the Santa Fe 
will form the western end. 

The facts of the recent agreement are 
told in the following dispatch from 
Richmond: 

Richmond, Va., October 8.—John Skel- 
ton Williams, president of the Seaboard 
Air Line, arrived in the city today, and 
confirmed the report that his road and 
the St. Louis and San Francisco railroad 
have settled their differences at Birming- 
ham, Ala., and entered into a mutually 
satisfactory agreement by which the 
Seaboard secures practically all the 
rights recently granted by the city of 
Birmingham over its various streets and 
also trackage rights over the lines of the 
St. Louls and San Francisco branch road 
from Birmingham to the manufacturing 
towns of Bessemer cnd Emsiie. The 
Seaboard, through its connection with 
the St. Louis and San Francisco at Bir- 
mingham, secures an outlet to St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Chicago. 


The Situation at Augusta. 

Augusta, Ga., October 8.—(Special.)— 
The engineers of the Georgia railroad 
announce tonight that the chairman of 
the board of adjustment on each of the 
following roads has been summoned to 
Augusta for consultation with Assistant 
Chief Youngson over the Georgia rall- 
road matter: Atlantic Coast Lins, South- 
ern, Louisville and Nashville, Central of 
Georgia, Western and Atlantic and At- 
lanta and West Point. 
The firemen announce that they also 
made a request to be paid on the basis 
of mileage, but have had no response. 
and have summoned their chief to Au- 
gusta to join in the conference with the 
engineers.
